It has heen estimated that the re- 
production new theory, wpplied, to 
valyation of all the railroads of 
the country, would furnish a total! 
valuation. some, $10,600,000,000 
higher than that reached by the 
prudent investment theory. 

The appeal of the railroads from 
the commission's ruling was heard 
by a specidi tribunal consisting of 
Judges Stone @nd Van Valkenburgh 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
and District Judge. Varis, which 
rendered its decision Bec. 10 last. 

One of the 40 allegations of er- 
ror made in the appeal is to the 
effect that the Court erred “mm not 
holding that the order of the cen- 
mission was void, because in deter- 
thining the valuation of the prop- 
érty of the O’Fallen rozd, the 
commission failed and refused to 
give due consideration to ali ta 
elements of vaiue recogniz2j ly 
the law of the land for rate-iiak- 
ing purposes.”’ 

The reference to the “law of the 
land” appears to mean the duci- 
sions of the Supreme Court, cspe- 
Clally in the Indianapolis vwuter 
case, Which have appeared to give 
ipproeval te tae. reproduction vew 
method of valuation. 

Calls Recapture Invalid, 

Another allegation is that the 
Court erred in not holdingthat the 
recapture provision of the trans- 
portation act was invalid, as heing 
a delegation of legislative powers. 

The Court erred, it is further al- 
leged, in holding that the recapture 
Clause and its application did not 
constitute confiscation of property 
without due process of law. 

A further error, it is charged, 
was in the Court's holding that the 
verity of the cémmission’s valua- 
tion “need not. he examined and 
cannot affect the recapture order,’” 
and that it was unnecessary for the 
Court to determine the various con- 
tentions made by the roads, con- 
cerning the proper manner of as- 
certaining the value of their prop- 
erty, 

Jt is further charged that the 
Court erred in not holding that it 
was necessary, in order to deter- 
mine the validity of the commis- 
sion’s order, to determine by ex- 
ereise of the Court's independent 
judgment, on the evidence intro- 
duced, whether the true value of 
the O'Fallon road's property was 
in excess of the valutation fixed 
by the Commission. | 

Assert Lines Form One System. 

The relation of the Manufac- 
turers’ and O'Fallon lines is dwelt 
upon in several of the assignments 
of error. The petitioners contend 
that the two roads should> have 
been treated by the Commission 
as one system, ni which case there 
would have been little or ne exeess 
earnings subject to recapture, as 
**2 combined earnings of the two 
would have been below 6 per cent 
o nthe valuation allowed them. 
The Court, it is charged, erred in 
holding that the O’Fallen and the 
Manufacturers’ were not to be 
constituting one greup of lines. 

Error was committed, it is al- 
leged, in the Court's failure to find 
that during and for, the period 
ending Dee. 31, 1920, the Commis- 
sion had not so established rates, 
in the group in which the O'Fallon 
had been placed, that the carriers 
therein earned an annual net rail- 
way operating income equal, as 
nearly a8 may be, to a fair return 
upon the aggregate value of their 
property, and that by reagon 
thereof the provisions ening 
the payment and-diapositith ac ex- 
cess earnings were inappligable, 
and that the Comniission’s erder 
as to the sdid period enditeg Dec, 
31, 1920, wag null and vold, The 
same allegation is made as to the 
periods ending Dec. 81,1921, 1922

Trading Co. cleaned up more 
than 63,000,000 on a single day’s 
business without the. investment 
of 2 penny. 

“Mr. Stewart has professed to 
the special counsel conducting 
the litigation growing out of the 
oil leases his entire ignorance 
of the whole affair, but you can- 
not be imposed upon by any 
such representation. The testi- 
mony is indubitable that he was 
present with Sinclair, O'Neil, 
Blackmer and Dawes when the 
contract was entered into by 
which the Humphreys compa- 
‘nies agreed to sell to the Con- 
tinental 83,333,383 barrels of oil 
at $1.50 a barrel] and that com- 
pany contracted to sell it te the 
Prairie Oil & Gas Co. and the 
Sinclair Crude Oil Purchasing 
Co. at $1.75 a barrel. 

“I need not go further to con- 
vince you that Stewart must know 
all about this transaction, and 
that it is scarcely to be con- 
ceived that he agreed to pay for 
a company, in which he was in- 
terested, and which relied upon 
him for direction of its affairs, 
25 cents a barrel more than he 
need pay for 33,333,333 barrels 
of oll, without some other officer 
of the company knowing about 
the transaction in its main fea- 
tures. 

“It is confidently expected that 
you will exert-every possible 
pressure upon Stewart and other 
officers of the company men- 


lieved to have close relations, to 
induce them to aid the commit- 
tee in uncovering this unsavory 
affair. 

“I may, I trust without offense, 
add that you enjoy a reputation 
for uprightness and Courage that 
warrants me and the committee 
in making this appeal to you, 
You cannot be insensible that 
the odium which the transaction 
has cast upon the company’s 


name can be cleared only by the 
fullest and frankest disclosures of 
the circumstances attending the 
transaction which is the subject 
of inguiry, and the most gener- 
ous co-operation on the part of 
yourself and others beljeved to 
be influential in their affairs.” 
Rockefeller’s Letter to Stewart. 
As a result of this appeal, Rocke. 
feller wrote immediately te Stew. 
art, whom he mistakenly assumed

“While I read in the newspa- 
pers that you were in Wash- 
ington a few weeks ago, waiting 
to appear in the case then being 
tried in connection with these 
matters; and while I have un- 
derstood that when obliged to 
leave the country on ‘business, 
you have in advance advised the 
interested authorities of your 
plans and whereabouts, I urge 
you with all the influence tbat 
I possess not to wait for an ine 
yvitation from the Senate Com- 
mittee, which has been appoint- 
ed to Jook into this matter, much 
less a subpena to appear before 
it; but to wire Benator Walsh at 
once, offering to put yourself at 
the disposal of the committee to 
tell all you know about this mat- 
ter. 

“That your own high sense of

correspondence between us, with 
the view to determining whether 
a faithful discharge of our duty 
requires that you be called.” 

On the following day Rockefeller, 
in a mood, first defiant, then sor- 
rowful, replicd: 

“Col. Stewart's testimony be- 
fore the Senate committee, as 
reported in today’s newspapers, 
covered all the information 
which he has given me and con- 
firmed his statement to me pre- 
viously referred to, that he did 
not personally profit by the 
transaction in question. 

“T have not felt that Col, 
Stewart failed in his duty to his 
stockholders, but I am sorry that

PARLIAMENT STILL 
TO PASS ON RITUAL 


Intense Feeling Marks Dis- 
cussion Among Laymen 
—QOne Asks for Four 


Years’ Postponement. 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—General ap- 


proval of the amended form of the 
Book of Common Prayer of the 
Church of England was voted to- 
day by the House of Laity of the 
Church Assembly, 196 to 80. The 
House of Clergy approved the 
newly revised version yesterday 
247 to 35, while the House = of 
Bishops approved it 40 to 5. 

The revised Book of Common 
Prayer was presented to Parlia- 
ment last December. The House 
of Lords voted approval of the re- 
vision but the House of Commons 
declined to approve the book, 

The chief points of criticism 
were that the revised prayer book 
provided for reservation of the 
sacrament for the use of the sick 
and did not include the so-called 
“black rubric’ in which it is stated 
definitely that by kneeling before 
the sacrament no adoration is in- 
tended. 

The prayer book then was again 
changed by the church authorities 
and an amended version was made 
public recently, the design being 
to satisfy critics of the book.. The 
amended version still provided for 
reservation of the sacrament, but 
xestored the “black rubric.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The 
new . arbitration treaty © with 
France, made public today by the 
Senate, declares that the United 
States and the French republic 
are eager by their example “to 
demonstrate their condemnation of 
war as an instrument of national 
policy in their mutual relations.”’

Was Not the Recognition of De Facto Govern- 
ments Better, After All, Than Our : 
Present Policy?

UPPOSE THERE WERE NOW in opeg- 
Geos an American policy in nearer Laé@n 

America based on the axiom that the 
Caribbean republics are unfit for free and 
orderly gevernment. Suppose our State De- 
partment made no concealment of its be- 
lief that in those countries democracy can- 
mot function in the absence of a literate 
population and free elections. Would the 
United States be more popular in Latin 
America than it is today? And would our 
policy be less exposed to criticism at home 
as injuring the susceptibilities of our South- 
ern neighbors? 

These questions arise out of a thoughtful 
discussion. of American policy in Latin 
America by Raymond L. Buell in a recent 
bulletin ef the Foreign Policy Association. 
He makes out a fair case for his conten- 
tion that our difficulties in the Caribbean 
arise from the adoption in 1925 of the prin- 
cipie of “legitimism” in the recognition of 
Latin American Governments in place of 
the former policy of recognizing de facto 
governments. As far back as 1907 the Cen- 
tral American Governments signed a con- 
vention at Washington wherein they agreed 
not to recognize any Government which 
might come into power in any of the five 
republics as the result ef a coup d’etat, so 
long as the change had not been ratified 
by the freely elected representatives of the 
peopie. The treaty was signed under the 
guidance of our own State Department and 
its principles are those which we have for 
ourselves repeatedly applied.

T WOULD SEEM PLAEN tha: our inten- 

tions are of the best. 
our legitimate rights in discouraging, with- 
oyt interference, revolutionary disturbances 
injurious to our own interests. But beyond 
that it is obvious that American public 
opinion was genuinely concerned to discour- 
age government by insurrection. It was our 
hope that Latin Americans might be 
weaned away from the rifle to the hallot 
box. Even where provocation existed it 
must have been our belief that in the long 
run it would benefit those ._peopies to ac- 
quire the habit of patience under tempor- 
ary injustice.. We have felt that a popular 
self-control in Latin America wag the 
greatest need. 

This policy, Mr. Buell asserts. 
produced ‘the desired results. By discour- 
aging revolutions, we have encouraged 
dictatorships. Latin American elections 
are almost regularly manipulated by 
the party im power, This practice has been 
stimulated by the knowledge on the part of 
the manipulators that the United States 
would frown on any ed protest against 
such “elections.” Consequently, he urges 
that the new policy of recognition should 
be abandoned in favor of the older de facto 
recognition. In other words, we should 
frankly recognize that revolution is almost

America. For us the gain would be that we 
should no longer be compelled to intervene 
for the purpose of upholding su pposediv

T= THERE IS SOME FORCE in the 
argument fs attested by recent discus- 
gions at Havana. When Mexico proposed 


that the Pan-American nations pledge 
themselves to boycott any port seized by a 
revolutionary faction, the Cuban delegation 
protested. Some allowance must be made 
for armed revolution as a corrective of in- 
tolerable evils. Cuba’s own war of inde- 
pendence is too recent for her delegates to 
take any’ other position. But without re- 
moving the ban on insurrectionary govern- 
ments a possible remedy suggests itself. If 
Washington frowns on revolution, it would 
seem in duty bound to use its influence for 
the discouragemént of practices that incite 
revolution. If it is to be the ballot box 
against the rifle, then it ought to be a real 
ballot box. Instead of waiting for a Nica- 
raguan situation where we must intervene 
by arms to assure a fair election, our influ- 
ence should be exerted to safeguard free- 
dom of discussion and free elections before 
it gets down to a fight. 

Whether such a policy will relieve our 
State Department from criticism at home 
and resentment in Latin America is an- 
other question... It would “e tantamount to 
saying that literacy, self-control, democ- 
racy do not yet exist there. It would be 
intervention in a form that would probably 
make us more unpopular than ever. But if 
we are sure to suffer either way, ft is for 
Washington to decide which procedure is 
best for the Latin Americans themselves. 


WHY FRANCE IS ON 
THE RHINE.

N Thursday, Dr. Stresemann, Foreign 

Minister of Germany, made another 
plea in the Reichstag for the evacuation of 
the Rhineland by French troops. He ar- 
gued that Germany is disarmed: that 
France has good reason to feel sure that 
Germany is disarmed, and that the charge 
is no longer being made that Germany is 
arming secrétly. He argued, again, that 
Germany has signed the treaties of Locar- 
ho and that the pledged word and the 
enormous power of Great Britain stand be- 
hind -these treaties. In these circum- 
Stances, he declared, the presence of a 
smali body of French troops in the Rhine- 
land was of no real value to France and 
cnly an incentive to ill-feeling. 

“What we Germans wish,” said Dr. 
Stresemann, “is that this tron curtain shall 
no longer hang between France and Ger- 
many; that it shall be raised in order to 
make possible a real pepscesnemans.” 

To this statement*M. Briand. speaking 
for France, now makes this reply: 

“Locarno gives us all the security on the 
Rhize we need, but the small force we keep 
there is there by virtue of the Treaty of 
Versailles, and so long as the Treaty of Ver- 
sailies is unfulfilled we must regretfully 
stay where we are. If you Germans want 
us out sooner than 1935 you will hurry 
along with the commercialization of your 
reparation debt and the fulfillment of al! 
disarmament conditions. then we will be 
only too pleased to go.”

WOMEN’S DEMAND

Sir John Simon’s Suggestion 
Read to House of Commons 


by Premier Baldwin. , 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 8.—A proposal 
intended to remove Indian objec- 
tions to the royal commission on 
Indian reforms has been outlined 
by Sir John Simon, chairman of 
the commission which recently ar- 
rived in India to the accompani- 
ment of some disorders. 

Premier Baldwin read to the 
House of Commons today extracts 
from a letter which Sir John ad- 
dressed to the Viceroy of India, 
explaining that he intends a pro- 
cedure for the royal commission 
which it is felt promises to do 
much to remove Indian objections 
to the commission. ye 

Sir John proposes that all docu- 
ments and material prepared by 
the Indian and local governments 
for submission to the commission 
shall be dealt with, not by the 
commission alone, but by a “joint 
free conference’ over which he 
himself will preside. This con- 
ference will consist of the seven 
British commissioners, appointed 
to investigate into the progress of 
Indian self-government during the 
past 10 years, and a corresponding 
body of representatives chosen by 
the Indian Legislatures. 

“We have no wish to dictate the 
composition of the Indian wing 
and should greatly prefer that the 
precise scheme should be reached 
by agreement between the differ- 
ent elements in India concerned,” 
Sir John declared. 

The head of the commission also 
said that as the commission was 
not an executive or legislative body 
and could not pronounce decisions 
about the future government of 
India but was only authorized to 
report and make recommendations, 
the commissioners themselves must 
be solely responsible for their re- 
port. The Indian joint committee 
would be able to report to the In- 
dian Centra] Legislature, or, if 
they prefer, make their report an 
annex to the Simon report to be 
presented at the same time to the 


The letter throughout appeared 
very conciliatory. 

The Indian objection to the Si- 
mon commission was that no In- 
dians had been included within it, 
Among the Nationalists a serious 
movement was started for its boy- 
cott.

As Played 
By Experts 


Details of Game Broadcast 
Last Night Over the 


Radio Chain. 


WO Bridge stars from the West 

—Mrs. C. E. Traver of Salt Lake 

City and Mr. James G. Stanley 
of Denver—met Mr. Work and Mr. 
Whitehead in the Radio Game 
broadcast last night from Station 
KSD. 

Mr. Stanley was the South play- 
er and Dealer. His cards—Spades, 
4: Hearts, A, 4, 2; Diamonds, A, 
7, 5, 3; Clubs, 10, 9, 6, 4 $—did not 
perm¥ him to bid, Although he 
held two quick tricks he had no 
medium by which he could convey 
that information to his partner. 
Had his five-card suit been head- 
ed by one of his Aces, a bid would 
have been justified; but a four- 
card suit headed by an Ace and 
without another honor is too weak 
to bid with any such hand as his. 
As Mr. Work explained, in com- 
menting on the bidding of this 
hand, four-card suits rarely are 
bid unless the hand contains the 
three top honors (Ace-King-King) 
or two of them plus a side trick; 
and, except with an occasional 
freak hand, three suits should be 
stopped to warrant a No Trump. 

Mr. Work, West, of course, bid 
one Heart on: Spades, 9, 7, 5; 
Hearts, K, Q, J, 10 8; Diamonds, 
8, 6, 4; Clubs, A, K. 

Mr. Whitehead, North made a 
defensive bid of one Spade, one 
Spades K, J. 10, 8, 6, 2; Hearts, 6; 
Diamonds, K, Q, 9. 2; Clubs, 7, 5. 

Mrs. Traver’s holding of: Spades, 
A, Q. 3; Hearts, 9, 7, & 3: Dia- 
monds, J, 10; Clubs; Q, J, 8, 2 en- 
abled her to raise her partner’s 
Hearts to two. Mr. Whitehead’s 
Spade bid made her Ace-Queen of 
Spades almost surely good for two 
tricks; she also had four trumps as- 
sistance in Clubs, and only a 
doubleton in Diamonds. It requires 
more strength to raise from one to 
two than from two to three, but 
Mrs. Traver had ample for even the 
more exacting raise. 

Mr. Stahley and Mr. Work 
passed, as did Mr. Whitehead, also 
His defensive Spade bid had been 
made with minimum strength, and 
having received no encouragement 
from his partner, he could not go 
on. Mr. Work, therefore, became 
the Declarer, with his contract two 
Hearts. 

Mr. Whitehead, North, led the 
King of Diamonds. Mrs. Traver 
spread her hand for the Dummy, 
and Mr. Work played from it the 
10 of Diamonds. Mr. Stanley. 
South, after some _ very clever 
thinking, played the Ace of Dia- 
monds, taking his partner’s trick. 
Mr, Stanley, counting two‘ proba- 
ble tricks in Diamonds ahd a sure 
trick with the Ace of trumps, real- 
ized that but one trick more was 
needed to make game. He saw 
that he could obtain that trick by 
ruffing a Spade, provided. as was 
probable, that Declarer had an- 
other Diamond. Mr. Stanley there- 
fore overtook the first Diamond 
trick in order to lead his-singleton 
Spade, well knowing that his part- 
ner would understand the play. Mr. 
Work played the 4 of Diamonds. 

Mr. Stanley immediately led his 
singleton 4 of Spades; Mr. Work 
played the 5; Mr. Whitehead the 
King, and Dummy won with the 
ace,

1. The finger bow! doiley should | 
display exquisiteness and sheer- 
ness as its reason for being. It is 
far better not to use any doiley 


ing oné under the bowl. The loveli- 
est doilies are of lace, fine or 
heavy, or of the most. delicate 
needlework. Usually they are white 
or cream, or even a bit inclined 
t ward ecru. as in some of the 
heavy, imported laces. 

2. There has been much discus- 
sion on this point of late. And a 
rather interesting point it is, too, 
since glass and china are so in- 
creasingly lovely, and since s0 
much emphasis is put on harmony 
in table a ceasories. And what has 
the placing of doilies to do with 
harmony in table accessories? Just 
this, that since the finger bow] and 
its companion glass pla‘? are usual- 
ly designed to make a unit, many 
hostesses feel that the doijley placed 
between them destroys this har- 
mony of design. And often it does. 
If the plate and’ bow! are of espe- 
cially exquisite design, they should 
perhaps be Iecft in their own beau- 
ty, without the addition of some 
“intervening” item. 

On the other hand, if the bowl 
and the plate are not especially 
beautiful, and if you have very 
lovely lace doilies, and—and this is 
most important, if the bowl and 
plate do not exactly fit each other, 
as in the case of so many pieces of 
blown glass, then it is far better to 
use the doiley. The doiley adds the 
element that steadies the bowl a: 
it rests on the uneven surface of 
the plate. And of course, it can- 
not be denied that a delicate lace 
doiley adds charming detail of 
beauty in its own right, So the de- 
tail problem must be weighed by 
the hostess, and she must decide 
for herself which feature she 
wishes most to emphasize.

mitted. Investigation has proven 
that children who indulge in play 
under healthful conditions are far 
superior, both physically and men- 
tally, to those who are denied free 
play. 

It has truthfully been said that 
the child “learns more and devel- 
ops better through its play than 
any other form of activity.” Well 
directed play has an educative as 
well as a moral value and the ex- 
tent of this depends largely upon 
the form of the play and the kinds 
of toys chosen. And here is where 
the mother can exert her influence. 

The understanding mother real- 
izes the value of play and enters 
into the play spirit of her children. 
She guides where necessary but 
she does not plan the plays, Chil- 
dren do not like to be “bossed,” 
so she leaves the initiative to the 
child. She, however, keeps an eye 
on the players and sie tactfully 
selfishness. 
She offers suggestion but she does 
not make her children dependent 
upon her for amusement, 

This busy mother makes a game 
of the household duties and there- 
by secures the ready assistance of 
her children. It is easy to teach 
through play, and many a mother 
has trained her children to be real 
home helpers through play—a good 
habit to establish. 

Play is by no means a waste of 
time. On the contrary, play is a 


svhool of experiences for the child. 
It is in play that the child learns 
how to do things. He becomes self- 
reliant and acquires judgment. He 
develops physical skill and courage. 
He learns regard for the rights of 
others and fair play. Through play 
he learns to appreciate the efforts 
of others and he becomes a good 
loser and a generous winner. [In 
fact, the value of play cannot be 
overestimated and its advantages, 
physically, morally, mentally and 
socially, are so well known that in 
every progressive community great 
stress is now being put upon play- 
grounds for children and recrea- 
tion centers for the young where 
all play is supervised. - 


Mothers should interest them- 
selves in their children’s play. It is 
quite as important as their educa- 
tion. Plato tells us “education. 
should begin with the right direc- 
tion of children’s sports.” This 
does not necessarily mean that 
mothers should take an active part 
in play, but through suggestions 
and advice they should make sure 
their children are getting the best 
out of their play. Mothers can be 
very helpful in this, and if their 
children—play at home they must 
realize that to play well and right 
children require space to play, 
something to play with, as well as 
companions to share in their plays. 
The mother who wisely provides 
these and tactfully rupervises the 
play is laying a good . foundation 
for her children. 


Investigators who Fr:vi made an 
intensive study of childhood are 
unanimous in asserting that play 
is not a waste of time, but rather 
it is the child who does not play 
whose time is wasted.
